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According to observers of the politic*! situation in Soviet Russia, Joseph Stalin, the supreme dictator 
who hold* virtual powers of life and death over 150,000,000 persons, is slated for the oblivion into which 
lie tent Leon Trotsky, former Commissar of W ar and co-founder with Nickolai Lenin o f the New Russia. 
Reports of the impending upheaval reached London following the discovery ol a plot to assassinate the 
dictator in Moscow. It is said that 120 persons, including many high officers of the Red Army, were ar* 
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rested. One of those allegedly implicated in the plot, Commissar of W ar Voroshiloff, is said to be the new 
leader ef the oppoa#ioa against Stalin, who will, in the event of the latter being ousted, grasp the dicta­ 
torship. Stalin’s fall is aaid to be due to th* unsatisfactory manner in which he has piloted the voyage 
of the good ship Five-Year Plan. The Soviet dream is not progressing in the blaze of glory which was con-

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^.deafly expected, and erstwhile supporters o f Stalin are beginning to believe that Leon Trotsky knew 
whereof be spoke when he accused Stalin of mismanagement of the entire affair. Trotsky was exiled for 
bi* pains, but since then, as he wandered about Europe and Asia, virtually a man without a country, ho 
b a. continued to criticize Stalin’, methods. So far, the only Red leader who has succeeded in retaining his 
popularity is Nickolai Lenin, who lies in his great sarcophagus in M oscow’s Red Square, the idol of millions 
•f worshipping Russians. But had he lived, it is probable he would have suffered the fate that is Trotsky’s 
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
